This Is a new idea o f w o m e n ’s wo rk in war. Hitherto the wo men hav e 


stay ed at ho me and griev ed fo r husbands, bro thers, so ns and father^ They 


hav e been nurses o r assisted in making ho spital supplies. 
But they hav e 


nev er been railed upo n by their go v ernments to do men’s wo rk In o rder that 


mo re men might be av ailable fo r the battlefield. 


It Is distinctly a twentieth century interpretatio n o f wo man’s 
useful 


ness. In the past it has been deemed impro per, o r ev en impo ssible, fo r wo 


men to do the o rdinary wmrk o f men. Ev en no w It Is no t co nsidered desir­ 


able fo r wo men to enter many o ccupatio ns. The questio n, ho wev er, is o ne o f 


desirability , who lly . There Is no lo nger any do ubt as to wo man's ability . 


The wo men who hav e v o lunteered are to be called upo n o nly In case o f 


abso lute necessity . That such a necessity can co me In Great Britain o r In any 


o ther co untry no w at war is unthinkable. Only a general slaughter such as 


nas nev er been co ntemplated ev en by the mo st rabid militaristic zealo t co uld 


bring abo ut co nditio ns such as fo recasted In the British call fo r wo men v o l­ 


unteers.— Clev eland Plain Dealer.
